In this very verse from which I take
my text Selah means not only pootic signi-
floance, and intermission, and emphasis,
but it means eternal reverberation—foreverl
God's government forever, Good's goodness
forever, the gladness of the righteous for-
ever.

A Comparison of Time and Eternity,

Of course, you and I have not surveyor's
chaln with enoucrh links to measure that
domain of meaning. In this world we must
build everything on a emall scale. A hun-
dred yearsares great while, A tower 500 fest
is a great helght. A journey of 4.000 miles is
very long. Buteteralty! If tho archangel
has not streneth of wing to fly across s, but
flutters and drops Hke a wounded miuIlI
there is no need of onr trying in the smal

The clock strikes the passing away of
time, but not the passing away of eternity.
Measureless! Measureless! This Selah of
perpetuity makes earthly {nequalities sofin-
significant, the difference between sceptor
and needle, between Alhambra and hat,
between chariot and eart. between throne
and curbstone, between Axminster and bare
finor, between satin and sackeloth, very
trivinl. This Selah of perpetuity makes our
getting ready so important.

For such prolongation of travel, what ont-
fit of guidebooks, of passports and of escort?
Are we J‘ml-unf out on a éewrt. slmoon-
swept and ghonl-haunted, or into regions of
sun-lighted and spmav-sprinkled gardens?
Will it be Elysium or Gehanna? Onoe started
in that world, we cannot stop.
